(6) — Working of the Courts. 


Te Sanjicant, of the 5th October, says that Baboo Jagat. Chandra 
Som, the late unpopular Deputy Magistrate 
Baboo Jagat Chandra fom, Deputy of Cutwa, was transferred to the sudder station 
eee of Dinagepore. But though placed under the 
jirect supervision of a District Magistrate, the Baboo has not mended his 
ways, He lately insulted Khidmutulla Chaudhuri, a respectable zemindar of 
Dinagepore, and ordered his peon to turn that gentleman out of his court. 
Khidmutulla Chaudhuri’s two brothers were defendants in a case in the 
Deputy Magistrate’s court, and he therefore went to watch the proceedings. 
The Chaudhuri has served a notice on the Deputy Magistrate declaring his 
‘atention to sue him for damages to the extent of Rs. 20,000.

On Thursday, the 19th of September last, a rule was issued by the 
High Court for the release of the editor of the Dacca Prakash on bail. The 
order was Communicated to the Magistrate by wire in order that there 
might be no delay whatever in releasing the editor. But strange tu say 
the Magistrate did not take any step in the matter on that day, or 
even on the following day (Friday). A representation was accordingly made 
on the part of the editor to the Magistrate, who thereupon ordered’ the 
prisoner to produce two sureties of one thousand rupees each. When the 
Magistrate had himself sentenced the editor to undergo one month’s impri- 
snment and to pay a fine of Ks. 500, the District Judge had released the 
prisoner on no larger bail than Rs. 100. But now, when the order for the 
payment of the fine had been quashed and the editor had served out 10 out 
of the 80 days of imprisonment to which he was sentenced, the Magistrate 
required him to give bail to the extent of Rs. 2,000. 


Again, the conduct of the Judge of Dacca in this case has been of a 
most objectionable nature, and the editor has had to suffer a great deal on 
account of it.. The Judge heard the appeal on the 18th August last, and 
delivered his judgment on the 19th September, that is to say, three weeks 
alter the hearing. But the High Court was closed on the 5th September, 
and the editor having been therefore unable to move that Court immediately 
alter the delivery of the Judge’s judgment, had to go to jail. And though 
an urgent application with double fee for a copy of the Judge’s order 
was made on the 9th September, and the application was renewed on the 
lth following, a copy was granted only on the night of Saturday, the 14th. 


__ The editor would not have had to go to jail if the Judge had delivered 
judgment a week before the closing of the High Court, and furnished the 
editor with a copy thereof on the day his judgment was delivered. The 
editor was ill at the time the Judge delivered judgment against him, and it is 


owing to the Judge that he has had to suffer the pain of a residence in jail 


in addition to the pain of sickness. 


The writer concludes with this remerk :—If the editor of the Dac 
Prakash is really guilty, send him to jail; but why has such a crooked 
«nd cowardly policy been followed in his case? . People will not be daunted 
Y such oppressions. Such Judges are bringing disgrace on the British 
“ourts of justice. a

There are many stations 
on that line where the station-master has to do the duties of telegraph 
sigpaller, and there is no other officer to relieve him. The station-mastet 
has to receiae and deliver messages, and to pass four trains in a day. 
health of these officers suffers on account of overwork, and they: are therefore 
compelled to resign the service. Is there no one to put a stop to the 
cruel treatment to which these poor officers are subjected ? 

Again, the station-masters have to work all their lives on Rv, 15 to. 20 
a month. They are overworked, and they have no prospect of promotion. 
The fines which are inflicted upon them are also very heavy. Is will Lie 
from the pay bill for September last year that an officer receiving & 88isty 
of Rs. 35 a month was fined Rs, 33 and was paid Re. 2 on the pay day. 
The pay bills will show that such fines are very common, -

Bengal villages in the month of Kartik; 
zie mortality of the month of ond the reason of itis that the rain water 
which collects in the ponds, hollows, and exca- 
vations cannot flow out for want of drains, and so makes the soil damp. 
This is one cause of increased sickness, All this standing water again is 
poisoned with decomposing vegetable and other matter, and being drunk by 
the people produces malarious fever among them which is the cause of that 
unusually large mortality for which the people of this couatry are wont to 
say that whereas at other times only two of Yama’s doors are kept open, in 
the fearful mouth of Kartik the King of the Dead keeps all his four doors 
open. It is therefore clear that a great small of the country’s sickness and 
mortality will disappear if means can be adopted to prevent rain water from 
stagnating in ponds, hollows and excavations; and this can be done within 
a short time by constructing narrow drains at a very small cost. The slope 
of the drains should be first ascertained, and the cost of the construction of 
the drains will be incurred once for all. But who is to pay the cost? There 
cau be three answers to this quection. An Act can, in the first instance, be 
passed empowering Local Boards to compel owners of ponds or excavations 
to construct drains for the free passage of rain or flood water therefrom. In 
the second place, the Sanitary Commissioner can appoint. men in each 
district in the beginning of the month of Kartik to supervise the draining 
off of foul water at the expense of Government. And, thirdly, zemindars 
and landlords should be compelled to keep ponds and excavations in a better 
condition. This will not cost the zemindars much, and they will benefit 
greatly by doing it. In many instances it will not be necessary for zemin- 
dors and landlords to do anything more than to draw the attention of thelr 
ryots to the insanitary condition of any ponds or excavations. M 
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be done by keeping this question of village drainage in view in con- 
structing roads. The excavations made on the sides of roads for their 
earthwork are often found to contain stagnant water, which generates 
nalaria. If, therefore, roads are constructed with proper levels, thereby 
facilitating the passage of rain and flood water, and if excavations are not 
allowed to be made on their sides during their construction, the heavy 
mortality of the month of Kartik will receive a check. An Act should be 
assed making it penal to dig excavations on the sides of roads, and charging 
Local Boards with the duty of enforcing that law. 

Government can easily reduce the high mortality of the month of 
Kartik andimprove village sanitation if it only pays a little attention to the 


matter.
